. WASHINGTON — r The Senate completed work 
Saturday on a S34 billion package of tax breaks and social 
spending that faces a veto unless congressional negotiators 
eliminate some of the tax increases that finance it. 

President Bush has indicated he will not accept 
permanent extension of two tax increases on high-income 
earners — the biggest revenue raisers in the bill. 

But if negotiators dump those provisions, in the interest 
of not worsening the budget deficit they will have to 
eliminate some of the bill's benefits. 


And the starting point probably would be the most 
expensive — and, to lawmakers of both parties, probably 
the most attractive — pan of the bill: expansion of tax- 
deductible Individual Retirement Accounts for upper- 
middlc-tncomc families. 

While the Senate finished work on the last of dozens of 
amendments to the bill, so many senators were out 
campaigning that the. final vote was delayed until Tuesday. 

Senate passage would send the bill to a conference 
committee, to work-out differences between the measure 
and a $17 billion version passed by the House on July 2. 

Amendments approved Saturday would: 


■ Repeal a 1986 law allowing taxation of the portion of 
student scholarships used for room and board. 

• Allow victims of recent weather disasters to make 
penalty-free withdrawals from their IRAs to rebuild 
damaged homes. Another provision growing out of 
Hurricane Andrew would allow farmers whose crops were 
destroyed by the storm to defer taxation of pre-storm 
profits so (he money could be used to replant. 

• Permit penalty-free IRA wiihdrawals to buy American 

• Repeal (he user-fee of up to Slot) it year on reel cut ional

SAL T LAKE CITY - The white-robed 
cemetery apparition and the melting woman 
were only hallucinations 

The reality was worse. 

Euphoria and dream- like visions, brought on 
by inhaling gasoline, gave way to tenor and 
pain for 14-year-old Sara Friel of Twin Falls 
two weeks ago. when a cigarette lighter ignited 
her gasoline-soaked shin. 

The (lames reaching three feet over her head 
abruptly ended Sara's illusions about a 
carefree life on the street - and about the cheap 
thrill that teen-agers call “huffing." 

- “Ifi have to I'll go to-tlie whole school and 
talk about it." Sara said in an interview from 
her bed at the University of Utah' Health 
Sciences Center's Bum Trauma Unit. "They're 
not going to do it anymore," 

Pain-killing dtugs .didn't stop-Sara's arm 
and back from hurling while she spoke about 
her hard-learned lessons. But Sara didn't cry 
until she talked about the emotional pain she 
lias caused her grandmother. Beverly Brannon 
ofTwin Fulls. 

Sara has lived with Brannon for the past six 
months. Since June, she has run away half a 
dozen times. 

This lime, she crawled out through a dog 
door to avoid washing dishes and to be with 
friends, said Cmdy Brannon. Sara's mother. 
She spent the first night cruising Blue Lakes 
Boulevard and huffing gasoline. 

It was tlie'bcginning of Sura's episode of 
what would become a pain-filled and 
unforgettable next few weeks. 

Sara accompanied six teen-age friends to the 
Twin Falls Cemetery, where site saw a blond- 
haired "witch," clad completely in white, who 
warned against falling asleep. 

>Shc fell asleep anyway at about 4 a.m„ at a 
friend’s house, and awoke still intoxicated by 
the gasoline fumes. Site skipped school for two 
days and spent her (line wandering downtown 
streets, attending movies, smoking cigarettes

and Imfiing. 

Sara and other teens choose gasoline over 
street drags because of price, she said. To huff 
gasoline, "all-you need is 20 cents and a milk 

jus?"- - ■;••• 

A Twin Falls School District survey last 
spring found that 9 percent of sixth-graders' 
and 17 percent of eighth- and 1 lth-gradcrs had 
used inhalants including gasoline, glue and 
aerosols. 

Sara is not the first Magic Valley teen to 
suffer severe consequences. 

On Aug. 14, Kevin Eugene Wheeler, 14, of 
Hansen died of lung congestion due to inhaling 
gasoline fumes, Mis lungs filled with fluid and 
could no longer supply enough oxygen to his 
bloodstream, Jerome County Coroner Gerald 
Ostler sttid. 

A 1 6-year-old Declo boy died in another 
incident in April, ufler inhaling cleaning fluid 
sprayed into a plastic bag. 

Besides causing hallucinations and 
euphoria, huffing depresses the central nervmis 
system and is disorienting, according to 
Marcia Lanting. drug education coordinator 
for the Twin Falls schools. It also can cause 
memory loss, blindness, cardiac arrest or liver, 
kidney and brain damage, she said. 

"Gasoline is one of the most lethal 
inhalants," Lanting said. "The first use can 
cause death. No one has an idea what a safe 
dose is." / 

Sara said she started huffing two months 
ago with friends, and soon she was doing it

Will European nations cede more sovereignty? 


Treaty next logical step 
for powerful EC bloc

BRUSSELS, Bctgium — In the fractious 
debate over the proposed Maastricht treaty on 
political and monetary union,' it would seem 
the dozen nations of the European Community 
can never agree on anything. 

In fact; the 35-year-old community is a 
powcrftd trading bloc that has forged many 
common policies over the years to become an 
-economic rival of thc-United Stfltes and-Japan, — 

- The countries, representing a mix of 
languages, /cultures and traditions, have 
ovcrcoipc natfonah interests to create a single 
consumer, market beginning Jan. 1.. The. EC 
manages. their, farm policies and. negotiates, 
foreign trade issues for the bloc. 

Member nations also have united to set rules 
on safeguarding the environment and to - ~ . 

coordinate coa and steel nroduction. ‘on-ign aitaire.

The question raised by the proposed 


European union treaty is whether the nations 
will cede even more sovereignty to a fledgling 


central government at EC headquarters in 
Brussels. 

"In many ways, the Maastricht treaty is just 
a logical next step on what has been done so 
far," said Finn Lnursen. professor at the 
European Institute of Public Administration ill 
ihe Dutch town of Maastricht, where the treaty 
was negotiated last December. 

The treaty would create a common foreign 
' and security policy and a single central bank 
and currency by the end of the century. 

Its prospects are uncertain. Opposition is 
growing as Europeans have second thoughts 
about giving up more national turf to the EC 
bureaucracy. Their leaders are scrambling to 
. ease, the fears and save the agreement. 

Only four of the 12 nations have so far 
accepted -the accord, two of them through their 
parliaments rather than voters. Irish voters 
backed it, and by only the slimmest of margins, 
the French approved it last Sunday. Danish, 
voters narrowly rejected it. All members must 
ratify it before it can go into effect.

Aguilar was found hanging out of his car 
along the old Jerome Highway, 3 miles cast 
and 3 miles south of WciidcH on Aug. 29. 
He died of multiple gunshot wounds, Aja 
has said. 


Kevorkian assists in suicide

SOUTHFIELD, Mich. — Suicide 
machine inventor Dr. Jack Kevorkian 
assisted in the suicide Saturday of a 52- 
ycar-old woman who had terminal lung 
cancer, Kevorkian’s nttomeysaid. 

Lois F. Hawes, of Warren, died at 
about 10:45 a. in., after placing a mask 
over her face and turning on a canister of 
carbon monoxide, attorney Geoffrey 
Fieger said at a news conference in his 
Southfield office. Hawes’ Inst words 
were, ".please give me the gas," Fieger 
said. 

Howes' death was Kevorkian's' fifth 
assisted suicide and came 10 days after' 


Kevorkian vowed to the Michigan Slate. 
Medical Society to continue assisted 
suicides. His comments came after the 
society rejected his request for immediate 
help in handling his patients. 

His medical license was suspended in 
November 1991, after he helped a 
Portland, Ore, woman kill herself. 

Kevorkian, 63, of the Detroit suburb of 
Royal Oak, was not present at the news 
conference Saturday, and Fieger said he 
would not be making a statement. 

Kevorkian has been charged with 
murder in three of the four assisted 
suicides, but the charges were later 
dropped because Michigan has no law 
against assisted suicide.

almost daily. She started craving it. 

"When you get really, really high 
you look at someone and they start 
melting," Sara said. 

On the day of Sara’s accident, she 
wits walking downtown when a woman 
asked her whether site was OK and 
offered to drive her home. 

Sara said she wondered how the 
woman could do that with her head 
melted and drooping to the ground. 

She recalls little else about the events 
leading up to her accident that night. 

Gasoline spilled on Sara while she 
and her friends inhaled gasoline fumes 
in a downtown alley, and then she was 
pushed into a burning cigarette lighter, 
one of her friends told police. Sara said 
she thinks a jealous friend did it 
intentionally. 

A Romanian refugee doctor. Titus 
Safciu, was driving into the parking lot 
of IGA Anderson’s Super-Center. 512 
Main Ave. N.. when he saw Sara burst 
/\n\o llnmcs. 

He wrestled her to the ground, rolled 
her on (lie pavement, and finally tore 
her shirt off to extinguish the blaze. 

“All I remember is twisting and 
twisting and twisting." Sara said. 

She said she is grateful to Safciu for 
saying her life and wants to meet hint. 

A l think he is a pretty nice guy," she 
said. "I wouldn’t know what to do if I 
-drove- by and saw someone on fire - 
and he stopped and put it out. He 
should get a medal."

Wallace 
in critical 
condition 


MONTGOMERY. Ala. (Al>) — 
Former Gov. George C. Wallace, 
left a paraplegic by a would-be 
-assassin in 1972, was in critical 
condition with a blood infection 
Saturday but was showing sonic 
improvement. 

Wallace, 73. 
was taken Friday 
to Jackson 
Hospital, where 
his heart failed 
and he had to be 
revived. He was 
rushed into 
surgery to find 
tile source of (he 
infection, which 
... „ doctors labeled 

Wallaco "septic shock." 
His son. State Treasurer George 
Wallace Jr., said Saturday that his 
father is recognizing relatives and is 
awake and alert some of the time. 
But “there’s still a long, long way to 
go,*’ the younger Wallace said. 

The 55-inimilc operation turned 
up an abdominal hernia but not-thc 
source of the infection. Doctors 
continued to treat Wallace with 
antibiotics and keep him on a 
ventilator, his son said. 

Hospital spokeswoman Vicky 
Jones said doctors feci Wallace is "a 
little more stable." but the next two 
days will be significant in his 
recovery. 

Late Saturday, the former 
governor was showing encouraging 
signs, including a normal 
temperature and a nearly normal 
white blood cell count, Jones said. 

Wallace has battled a scries of 
ailments since he was shot and left 
paralyzed from the waist down 
during a presidential campaign stop 
in Maryland. 


Wracked with pain in the hospital 
emergency room, Sara screamed as she 
paced the hallway. "Look what I’ve 
done to myself." she thought. 

Sara's grandmother, Beverly 
Brannon, was listening to her 
emergency scanner when a call was 
broadcast about a girl on fire. She and 
Sara’s mother, Cindy Brannon, already 
had been afraid for Sara's life. . 

"We were scared because she was on 
the loose, and no one could stop Iter," 
Beverly Brannon said. “A 14-year-old 
lias no business on the streets at all 
hours of the night." 

Minutes after the police broadcast, a 
' hospital worker called Iter about Sara. 
The call would revive memories of 
Beverly Brannon's own mother, who 
died in 1971 after her flaming robe 
burned more than 50 percent of her 
body. 

"It was like reliving the past," 
Brannon said. "It was a body on fire - 
the fear." 

Beverly Brannon, who has asthma 
and emphysema, arrived breathless at 
Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center. Soon she saw a screaming Sara 
whisked to the airport in an ambulance. 
Cindy Brannon would accompany Sara 
to Salt Like City. 

At the Salt Lake bum unit, doctors 
slit Sara’s swollen left arm twice Jo lei 
fluid ooz.c out and relieve pressure, 
Cindy Brannon said. It was a welcome 
sign when- Sara's left hand started 
warming up. indicating blood was 
circulating, she said. 


Doctors would have amputated if the 
slits had not worked, she said, 

Sant's ami, chest and stomach had 
deep, third-degree burns. Fearing 
infection, doctors decided to perform 
skin grafts two weeks earlier than 
normal. 

They sliced foot- long, three^nch- 
widc rectangles from the backs of her 
thighs, stretched the skin and pinned it 
onto her left ann. siomach and chest. 

Later, when Sara complained that the 
operations left her legs looking like 
"raw hamburger.” Brannon reminded 
her that “she was lucky her face wasn’t 
scarred." 

Sara used to spend two hours in front 
of the mirror putting on make-up, 
Sara’s grandmother said. 

Sara said the burning has changed 
her perspective. She said she won’t 
ever ran away again. 

"I'm going to be more choosy about 
my friends - about who I hang around 
with and who I don't," Sara said. 

Since being interviewed, Sara has 
moved fromHhc hospital to a nearby 
Ronald McDonald House, where she 
will stay during two weeks of treatment 
and therapy. 

When she returns to O’Leary Junior 
High School in Twin Falls, she plans to 
lecture her peers about the risks of 
huffing. And she’ll have no patience 
with classmates who look at her scars 
funny. 

"If people don't like me because of" 
tny scars, I’ll kick them in the butt,” she 
said. 


"AH of these .things are going 
ahead," said Jonathan Eyal, 
director of studies at the Royal 
United Services Institute in 
London. "This has got nothing to 
do with Maastricht." 

"The reality is that there is lot of 
cooperation." he said.

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Florida child custody case sets precedent, but is it important?

If Heather hates her homework, can 

she sue? — — 

-The correct answer is that the ques- 
tion is absurd. But that was the sort of 
outlandish scenario being suggested 
last week after a "12-year-old Florida 
boy went to cotm’to “divorce" his par- 
ents: ' ' 

More sober critics warned that 
American families might be threatened 
by less frivolous lawsuits fi led by an- 
gry children who consider their par- 
ents abusive. But that appears to be a 
minority view. Although Icgul experts 
mostly agree that young Gregory 
Kingsley's case established an impor- 
tant legal precedent, few expect it to 
have much practical effect. 

“It isn't that big a deal," insisted 
Sanford Katz, a Boston College law 
• professor who specializes in children's 
issues. 

David Liedcmian. executive direc- 
tor of the Child Welfare League of 
America, said he expected other chil- 
dren to follow Gregory's lead, but 
added: "Will it happen much? I don't 
think so." 

Gregory's case was compelling on 
several levels. It involved a legal doc- 
trine promoted by Hillary Clinton, bu- 
reaucratic bungling and a heart-rend- 
ing story of love and abandonment.

On the first leg of a iwo-doy 
journey thal^will take him to several 
Republican enclaves in Ohio and 
Michigan, the shirt-sleeved 
president, perspiring under a mellow 
yellow sun, charged that Arkansas 
Gov. Bill Clinton aimed to heap new 
taxes on middle-class families. 

As Bush's 19-car train, dubbed the 
"Spirit of America.” snaked 
north wunl across the loamy plains of 
the Buckeye state, friendly crowds 
waved American (lags and cheered. 
There were only occasional dis- 
cordant notes from Clinton support- 
ers with signs complaining about job 
losses and sagging form prices. 

More animated than usual. Bush 
spoke to crowds from the obser- 
vation platform of a plush, two- 
bodroom, mahogany-paneled rail car 
-dc-mothballed by CSX especially for - 
this trip. 

His two-day, 2 1 9- mile journey 
pales by comparison to the 21,000 
miles and 300 speeches that Truman 
endured 44 years ago. 

Bush's lour was 'intended not to 
emulate the Truman campaign but to 
resurrect the spirit of the feisty 
underdog who upset Republican 
Thomas Dewey in 1948. 


Though Bush has admitted he did 
not vote for Truman, he often holds 
the funner president up as a model of 
the dogged determination that he 
. claims will help him overtake the 
front-running Clinton. 

National polls, however, have not 
been cooperating with the president’s 
scenario. Despite his intensified 
attacks on Clinton — reminiscent of 
the way Truman so effectively 
assailed Dewey — Bush lias failed in 
the last month to shrink the 12-point 
lead that Clinton appears to have 
etched in stone. 

And, in this state, the president is 
bucking an electoral tradition that 
further plays into Democrat 
Clinton's bands. In this century, no 
Republican has ever lost Ohio and 
won the presidency. 

Mindful of the president's effort to 
infuse his own campaign with 
Truman-s fighting spirit, small 
groups of Clinton partisans waggled 
taunting signs saying: "Harry 
Truman and George Bush are 
History." 

On this trip, Bush fixed his wrath 
on Clinton's claim that he could pay 
for his proposals to create jobs by 

slappingtaxes on thcriclt: 

Under Clinton's plan, the president 
charged, millions of middle-class 
taxpayers would also get hurt. 

"Big government gets the gold and 
you gel the shaft," the president said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — ir Ross

But commercial development on the 
north side need not he ugly, and it need 
not congest traffic. It might, in fact,

More to the point, it may be 
inevitable. So the logical reaction is to 
plan for development there to be 
sensible, orderly and reasonably 
attractive. 

The inevitability comes from the 
Idaho Constitution. The Department of 
Lands is required to manage state 
property with a profit motive, on hchalf 
of Idaho’s schools. Cows simply cannot 
rule that territory forever. 

The fact that (he state isn’t allowed to 


sign a commercial lease longer lhan 10 
years does create a roadblock, but smart 
entrepreneurs surely will find a way 
sooner or later. ! ' 

(Bear in mind, also, that some ground 
south of the freeway is private and 
already fair game for commercial 
projects.) 

The developments that Keslic is 
talking about bn state land are not 
imminent, lie has no developer in mind 
and no blueprint in hand. 

. But Keslic. says he receives nibbles 
regularly. For that reason the stale 
wants to begin planning for the area’s 
future now before development 
pressure mounts. 

That’s a wise* course, and both 
Jerome County and the city of Twin 
Falls should take part. Several goals 
should guide them: 

• Scenic quality near the canyon 
mustn’t be sacrificed. Although a 
pricey motel perched on the rim might 
bring the state lots of revenue, the 
canyon is too precious a public 
resource to he auctioned to die highest 
bidder. 

• Any commercial construction 
along Highway 93 should meet strict 
landscaping ami setback rules. 

• Keep traffic flowing by restricting 
the number of curb cuts where cars can 
turn on and off the highway. Better yet 
would be an idea Kcstie mentions: Put 
businesses along frontage roads, set 
well back from the highway and 
accessible only at selected points. 

• Limit commercial signs along 93. 
and ban advertising billboards. 

Unfortunately, coordination among 
Twin Falls, the state and Jerome 
County would require cooperation that 
has been missing in recent multi-county 
projects, such as enhanced 91 1 service, 
juvenile detention and the reuional 
landfill. 

Will Jerome County protect Twin 
Falls' interests? The city has one 
obvious weapon: If it doesn’t like the 
way north-end development progresses, 
the city can threaten to reroute the Blue 
Lakes cruisers across the bridge. 
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Aquifer dries up quicker than money 


[.have bail news. Your account is 
headed down with no signs of 
replenishment. 1 refer not to your 
traditional monetary account but to the 
Snake Plain Aquifer, which has an 
undeniable economic linkage throughout 
every community from Ashton to 
llagcrman and indirectly beyond. 

So. envision ! he’ aquifer as ;i common 
bank account. Idahoans* activities on the 
credit side, such as the inauguration of 
storage reservoirs, canal systems and 
gravity irrigation, were building Snake 
Plain grojmd water reserves until 1950. By 
1950. irrigated farming on the plain had 
grown to 1 .6 million acres. The porosity 
of soils anil lava undcrstructure were 
ideally suited to acCfcpt the gill of diverted 
water. And. to illustrate the .success of this 
new reserve, the Thousand Springs 
increased (lows by 60 percent from 1910 
until 1950. 

The new reserves were not long to be. 
ITie period from 1 950 until the present 
was one of water debit, the result of 
hundreds of new water filing*; and large- 
scale pump irrigation via sprinkler - 
technology. By 1 990. there were 1.24 
million sprinkled acres serviced by 5.000 
wells. 

Unfortunately, complete recognition of 
"deficit spending” was slow to come'. U.S. 
Geological Survey data released in 1992 
indicate an average yearly net loss of 
groundwater reserves of4IO.OQO acre 
feet. Staled another way, the system loses 
annually the equivalent of one-fourth of 
the capacity of the American Falls 
Reservoir. 

Using the USGS's Thousand Springs 
How data as an indicator, we are currently 
back at 1924 groundwater reserve levels 
and headed toward 1910.

Reader comment 

Please notice I have not mentioned 
drougltt. This is not about drought, other 
than the caveat that periodic drought is 
inevitable, and we should plan 
accordingly. For to imagine that a few 
normal years - even wet ones - would 
reverse the trend in -groundwater reserves 
is merely self-deception. 

If wet years were our salvation, the 
effects of water years 1 982- 1 986 would 
appear as more than small blips on USGS 
depth- to-ground water graphs. 

Besides official acknowledgement of 
groundwater deficit, evidence prevails 
throughout (he region. Dry wells north of 
the Snake River Cahyon arc common. 
Hagerman Valley springs at the western 
edge of the aquifer are particularly 
vulnerable. 

Property 'values arc based on senior 
water rights dating to the 1880s in the 
valley. As these springs begin to dry up. 
water rights become worthless paper. 
Besides direct economic losses, the 
community faces the loss of spring- fed 
streams and their fish, wildlife and 
aesthetic values. 

Further cast, Alphcus Creek, Twin 
Falls’ city water supply, has diminished 
by an average oljpnc- half percent per year 
since 1950. 

In the Lost River and Mud Lake areas, 
in the absence of concise state policy, 
citizens battle in court over depleted 
wells. On and on. examples abound across 
the plain. 

Since the distressed condition of the 
aquifer is now beyond debate, we and our 


elected officials can focus on the difficult 
task of building a plan to protect and, 
hopefully, rehabilitate the resources. 1(J1 
This will require cooperation and 
difficult decision-making throughout the 
Snake Plain region, as well as in the . 
statehousc. , . 

. .For starters, the .Idaho Water Alliance . . 
proposes much stronger enforcement 
activities to protect senior water rights, a 
legislative moratorium on new diversions 
and a state-sponsored groundwater 
recharge plan. „ 

These ambitious initiatives are proposed 
with the knowledge that our economic i- 
base is nearly entirely supported by water- 
supplemented agriculture. In the Magic ' 
Valley, for instance, agriculture and its " 
related enterprise, food processing, 
employ 77.4 percent of our workers 
(University of Idaho, 1991). Thus, indeed, 
the bank account metaphor describing the 
status of groundwater is appropriate. And, 
the'prognosis, without prompt action by t 
the citizens of our agriculture-based 
communities, is for continuing water 
deficits. 'I 

If we wait for solutions to emanate frdjn 
a state bureau in Boise, our bank account 
will continue to evaporate.

Officers don’t qualify 
for disability benefits

RUPERT - Anyone who aspires to protect 
Idaho’s highways wearing the badge of an 
Idaho Slate Police irooper had better be 
careful out there, at least for the first 10 years 
he works, 

That's how long it takes for a state 
policeman (u qualify lor disability benefits 
offered through the Idaho Public Employees 
Retirement SystenV 

The Idaho State Police Association, along 
with other organizations, is hoping to change 
i that in the next session of the Idaho 
Legislature, but it isn’t soon enough for some 
officers. 

One is CpI. Steve llobbs of Deelo, who 
was shot three times on June 15 of last year 
when he stopped a speeding motorist on 
Interstate 84 near the Utah border. 

In July, officer Dave Pinther of Rupert was 
explaining .to a speeding motorist why he had 
stopped her. On die- same stretch of interstate, 
another cnr,jravcling more than 80 mph, 
slummciLi'nto his patrol ear and skidded 
sideways into Pin liter, severely injuring his 
leg. 1 : -.!■ 

On Halloween night back in 1978. officer 
Rick Wright of Kimberly was parked off the 
interstate near Kimberly with his timber lights 
flashing when the drunk driver of a 10-wheel 
potato track hit his patrol car. 

The car careened several hundred feet 
down the road, leaving Wright with serious 
injuries, including a concussion that rendered 
- him-uneoriscious for four days. 

In January. 1974, just south of Lewiston on 
U. S. Highway 95. Sgt. Ron Kinlcy. now of 
Boise, was hit head-on by a drunk driver.

He also suffered a concussion and fractures 
of both of his legs and feet. 

None of the officers had worked for the 
Idaho State Police for 10 years when they 
suffered life-threatening injuries on the job. 
And all four worried about their future 
because they didn't 
qualify for disability. 

Today, they are still 
on the payroll of the 
state police, but not. 
without some creative 1 
administrative 
maneuvers.

was terminated and then reinstated through 
the efforts of department adminstrators. 

Wright went back to work at a desk job 
earlier than he should have because lie had no 
more sick leave. 

A law passed several years ago has allowed 
Pinther and Hobbs to be placed on 
administrative leave. Pinther is expected to 
return to his patrol car. Hobbs is another 
stray. 

Hobbs' injuries are so severe it is unlikely 
that he will ever again get behind the wheel of 
a squad car, but he is not totally disabled.. 
Therefore, he just doesn’t fit into Idaho’s 
disability retirement system.

Former judge - mentor - 
dies after extended illness

EDEN - Winds reaching 60 mph last 
week destroyed half the local bean crop 
left to harvest and caused similar 
damage throughout the Mugic Valley, a 
bean warehouse manager says.

FAIRFIELD - A former judge who 
was a mentor to upstart attornies and 
frequently replaced Idaho Supreme Court 
justices when they became ill has died 
after an extended illness. 

Charles O. Seoggin, S3, of Fairfield, 
was treated for 20 days at Magic Valley 
Regional Medical Center for a heart 
ailment before dying Thursday, his wife 
Audrey Seoggin said. 

"He was a very courtly, gentlemanly 
judge who tried to make people feci 
comfortable in his courtroom,” Twin 
Falls attorney Lloyd Webb said on 
Saturday. 

Uplikc many judges around the state, 
Scoggjp would not embarrass attornies in 
front of their clients even when they 
performed poorly, Kctchum attorney 
' Bruce Collier said, 

Seoggin would take young attornies 
who showed their nervousness in court 
into his chambers to settle them down 
and give them advice about how the 
court system works, his wife said. 

The judge made it a practice to tell 
clients of attornies that they were 


fortunate to have selected such capable 
representation, which was a great ego 
booster for young attornies, said Seven 
Swedson, who became Scoggin’s taw 
partner in a private practice from 1985 to 
1990. 

"He was a great man,*' Kctchum 
attorney George Knceland said. “He was 
much admired by the legal profession." 

Howard Adkins, who was a 
prosecuting attorney 30 years in 
Seoggin *s court, said lie never saw one of 
Scoggin’s decisions overturned. 

Seoggin served as the Camas County 
prosecutor from 1936 to 1950. He was 
the 5th District Court judge from 1958 to 
1975 and he also served as the district’s 
administrative judge. 

He replaced sickly Idaho Supreme 
Court justices for a decade starting in 
1975. and played a key role in reforming 
Idaho’s judicial system. 

The Seoggin family said friends and 
family will remember the judge in a 
difkferent way tlpm usual during a 2 p.m. 
service Wednesday at Fairfield’s 
Community Church. 

"It's not a funeral, it’s a celebration of 
his life,” Audrey Seoggin said. "There 
will be no flowers or foldcrol."

TWIN FALLS - If the I Percent 
Initiative passes, state Rep. Doug Jones

McMurrian also dislikes 
"professional welfare mothers" who

: McMurrian said there should be 
some way to force the mothers to 
leant a trade. Although he 
acknowledged tit is isn't the case lor 
everyone on welfare, some "don't 
want to learn an occupation." 

“Some won't even gel an 
education when it's offered lo.

Hcpworth, who says he pays 
$12,000 in property taxes each 
year, adamantly believes he and 
ot her f arm ers and a gribus inesses 
Tiave paid too many property taxes 
for too long. 

Me says his research of public tax 
information revealed' he. pays. 15 

times as much in property taxes as 
Ihp next-highest property tax- 
paying Minidoka County school 
board trustee. 

"And I’m not making 15 times 
the profit that lie's making. I'll tell 
you that," Hcpworth says. 

For years, he says, many within 
the school district have perceived 
the farmers around Accquia and in 
the rest of the county as anti- 
education because they have 
spoken out against tax levies and 
bond issues that would increase 


their already sizable property tax 
debt. 

"That really grates on a lot of ns 
. w hcn you loo k a t t h e_a m o u n t _ o f_ 
money we put into education, 
compared to what our city cousins 
put into education." Hcpworth says. 
“It. would be my opinion this has 
been a bedrock of discontent for 
years. . 

“We (fanners) are just absolutely 
sick of taxation without 
representation. "If you want to 
analyze who's paying the bills in 
this community, the fanners and the 
agribusinesses arc paying the bills. 
This is just absolutely unbearable." 

The burden of financing Idaho's 
public schools needs to be shifted 
away from property owners and 
redistributed more fairly among all 
the state’s residents, he says. 


In the shon run, passage of the 1 
Percent Initiative would create 
financial problems for school 
districts and local governments, he 
adds, but it would eventually force 
these entities to seek out revenue- 
generating methods other than 
property taxes. 

Hepworili has no. specific 
education financing plan io 
implement, hut suggests 
eliminating the homeowner's 
exemption.' He also calls Idaho's 
sales tax "about as equal a lax as 
you can get." 

"We all know it takes 'X' amount 
of money, and we all want more to 
educate our children." he says. 

Hcpworth is uncertain if the 1 
Percent Initiative will pass on 
Election Day. . 4 

"But I sure hope it does," he says.

The law says a state police officer 
must have worked for 10 years in or- 
der to qualify for disability benefits. 

“I want to gel back to work and 
feel like u useful person. It drives me 
crazy to just sit around.” Hobbs said. 

Hobbs cannot go back to work un- 


til lie is released by his doctors, but 
he is busy trying to figure out what 
lie will do when that day comes. 

The state police has offered Hobbs 
a desk job in Twin Falls, but he saysr 
lic cannot afford to move his family 
from their Dcclo home and he can- 
not afford to commute.

that would include a giiilty plea and 
prison time for Wymcr. ; 

A federal source, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
settlement also includes a large pay- 
ment by Wymcr. 

The government lias already 
seized more than SID million in as- 
sets from him. including homes, 
cars, boats, and $350,000 in hank 
accounts. Some of the properly was 
located in the Sun Valley area. 

Wymcr. who is free on hail, head- 
ed Irvine -bused international Trea- 
sury Management. ITM managed 
SI. 2 billion in investments for 65 
small cities and state agencies, pri- 
marily in California. Iowa and Col- 
orado. 

Wymcr had- pleaded innocent to 
30 counts of securities fraud, mail 
fraud, money laundering, obstruc- 
tion of justice and making false 
statements.

Sheriff Dan Breda, at a media briefing, said 25 
to 30 "dwelling units." including at least 1 1 
homes, had burned. The units included apart- 
ments. 

Breda said three juveniles were questioned in 
connection with the blaze, which may have start-' 
ed as a canipfirc. He gave no other details. 

There were unconfirmed reports that hundreds 
of acres had been scorched but an official esti- 
mate was not immediately available. 

Some 350 firefighters were on the scene with

T WIN FALLS - When one of the 
Brady Bunch had a problem, the 
whole family rallied round, and 
within a half hour everyone was 
smiling. On the other hand. Cinderella's 
troubles were caused by her stepmother and 
stepsisters. 

Two fictional families - poles apart - are 
ail we have for examples, says Twin Falls 
clinical social worker, Greg McGrccr. 

“Despite the fact that we have a large 
number of stcpfnmilics in America, we 
really only have these two models for 
stepparenting,” he says. 

Given a divorce rate of more than 50 
percent, stepfamilies are now a common part 
of our society. McGreer says statistics show 
that about 35 million to 40 million adults are 
stepparents, and one child in six is a 
stepchild. 

Preparation is the key to making a success 
of the situation, McGreer says. The new or 
soon-to-be stepparent heeds to become well 
informed about the role, and he says one 
way to do this is to check out books from the 
library on the subject. 

McGrccr says he thinks stepparents need 
to talk it over with their spouses and clarify 
rules and expefctations together. Both of 
them need to be realistic in their 
expectations, he says. 

This is what Gary and Carolyn Morgan • 
did when they married two years ago, 
blending their two families: his five children 
nnd four of hers, plus one more who lives 
with his dad, but visits frequently (Her 
children’s last name, by the way, is Brady). 

“We had some problems at first, but with 
everything that has come up, Gary and I 
have discussed it,” Carolyn says. ’’And we 
talked to the kids about what’s fair and what 
wc do for discipline.” 

She says the children know ahead of time

what to expect. when they break a rule, 
and don’t have to take it personally when 
one of the parents follows through. 

One of the things that helped most. 
Gary says, was having a discussion "Vrith 
the children before the marriage took 
place. He and Carolyn asked each , child if 
he or she would support them, and they 
agreed. [ 

“As we gel into situations that are a 
little rough now and then, we can bring it 
back to them and say 'llcy, you 
committed to us - you promised you 
would make this work.”' Gary says. "And 
so then you bring the responsibility back 
to the child,, and remind iheni that this is 
what wc expect of them." 

McGreer says there is a myth that when 
a child’s mother or father dies or if his 
parents divorce, the new husband or wife 
is suddenly going to step in and 
automatically become a parent. He says it 
takes a year and a half to two years for a 
stepparent to form a friendly relationship 
with the child. 

The problem he says, has to do with the 
two primary tasks of a parent: emotional 
nurturing - particularly for young children 
- and providing limit setting. He says in 
the process of emotionally nurturing a 
child, you develop a relationship with 
him, so that as he grows older he will 
accept your authority and the limits you 
set. 

When a stepparent enters the household, 
he or she has not been through that 
nurturing process, and so the same kind of 
relationship lias not been developed. 

"But the newcomer doesn't have the , 
time it takes, because the child is also 
going to need the limit setting," lie says. 
“The stepparent has to be abfc to play 
catch-up. and so the first priority is to- 
nurture and develop that relationship.” 

In Gary and Carolyn Morgan’s case.

This may conic as startling news.

These same individuals, who. sulk 
on a raft in a pool, would rather 
dwell on what's happening at the 
office and who's heating them at the 
job than lie hack and soak in the 
sunshine. 

"They see relaxation or taking a 
trip as heihg non-productive and 
lazy, and they can't get anything 
done." said Waller Scott Davis, a 
counselor at Gulf Coast 
Psychotherapy Center in Ocean 
Springs, Miss. “When they are gone, 
they are tense and have an urgency 
to get hack. 

"They take their work to the 
extreme." 

On the flip side we have those 
hi ue-funk folks. They drag 
themselves home from a two-week 
trip like puppies tossed in the rain. 
They're dazed. Hurting. 

"That's the vacation blues. A little 
sadness, disappointment, lethargy 
and a sense of not being very 
motivated." said Davis, "It is more 


typical to come back and feel like 
this." ( 

Whether or not vacationers return 
to their desks happyrfaced or glum . 
is their business. But, there are ways 
to cope witii both extremes. 

Most important to keep in mind: 
Everybody needs a vacation. 

“It is an OK person who is. 
responsible and has a job, but our 
minds are not machines," said 
Barbara A. Taconi, a counselor in 
Biloxi. Miss. "We do get tired. 
When wc (Jo. it is time for our minds 
to rest." 

For the compulsive person, 
though, who tears his job will be 
zapped when he leaves town, the 
advice here is how to enjoy. 

"It does seem peculiar," Davis 
said. 

These folks need to keep busy on 
vacation and avoid "down time." 
which translates into slow-paced 
activities such as beachcombing, sun 
bathing and lounging around. 

"No down time because that is 
when they think about work and 
think abhul what they should be ' 
doing at home.” said Davis. "It is 
tough to realize, hut the thinking 
pan, they culastrophize and make a 


mountain out of a molehill ... They 
need to distract themselves." 

Like a tour guide, compulsive 
. people need, to plan daily routine 
excursions, sightseeing jaunts, and 
exercise and play sports. 

- "They should try to get in their 
head that family time and relaxation 
is. important, .loo. High up on. the. 
priority list," said Davis. 

Meanwhile, people who go 
through a blue period when they 
leave behind the fun of "getting 
away from it all" must accept that 
they are suffering sr loss. Expect 
some sadness to linger lor a few 
days, even a week' or so. 

As these people pore over 
souvenirs and snapshots of their trip. 
Taconi suggests this idea: 

"A person needs to be a detective. 
See what the vacation provided atul 
give yourself more of that." she said. 
"What do you want to do? The life 
you really want?" 

Did vacation mean more reading, 
jogging, private time, swimming, 
sun bathing, dancing or leisurely 
dinners on the patio? Why can’t they 
do the same thing at home?

TWIN FALLS - Successful 
stepparenting takes patience, 
understanding and cooperation, 
Gary and Carolyn Morgan, 
who were married two years ago.

The following are some tilings 
that have worked for them: 

• Discuss with the children the 
upcoming marriage, and ask lor 
tltcir cooperation.

Making attempt to assist injured wildlife is well worth the effort 


BIRD RESCUE 911: I never 
know what to do when my cat catch- 
es some poor crealurc:try to rescue 
it — only to find it hideously man- 
• glcd — or leave it to its fate in the 
fangs of my cal. (Yes, I’ve tried 
bells on the cat, but that doesn’t 
help.) 

The oilier day my eat sat too con- 
tent in the back yard. Something in 
front of her hopped and she noncha- 
lantly baited it back down, it hopped 
again and I decided to investigate. 
Expecting to find a mouse, I instead 
saw a tiny gray bird, terrified and 
‘trying to hide in the grass. I chased 
my cat away and tried to examine 
the bird, which appeared to have lost 
a lot of feathers. It looked like it had 
a chance, so I put it in a small box 
lined with tissues. 

You're supposed to keep shock 
victims warm, so I placed the bird 
box on a sunny window sill. It was 
only 8 a. ill. on a Saturday, and the 
Boulder County Humane Society's 


wildlife rehabilitation center didn't 
open till 10. On the off chance. I 
called the city dispatcher that picks 
up injured animals like deer and 
dogs. Feeling kind of silly, I asked. 
"Do you pick up birds?" and ex- 
plained that it would lie a. .while till 
the Humane Society opened and 1 
had a bird that needed immediate 
medical attention. To my surprise 
they said yes. and they'd be by in a 
half an hour — in fact, they were out 
on another injured bird call. 

Ati hour passed, the sun moved 
off the bird box and I put the box 
under a desk lamp. The bird was do- 
ing better and almost jumped out of 
the box when I checked on it. Look- 
ing in my bird book. I decided it was 


a pygmy 'nuthatch. Again, I called 
the dispatcher, who said they were 
still coming but were tied up with an 
injured raccoon. They said if 1 
couldn't wail around, I could put the 
bird in a box with holes in it and 
leave it on my front step. 

Hmmnn. I thought. I’d been want- 
ing to go for a slum bike ride before 
a dreary day at the computer. But it 
was cold on my front step, and I re- 
ally didn't want to leave the bird out 
there in the company of two dozen, 
bored neighborhood cals. The ani- 
mal people still hadn't arrived — 
and weren’t sure when they would 
— so reluctantly I decided to leave 
the bird out for pick-up. 

Punching holes in the box. I was 
careful not to impale the bird with 
the scissors. Then I taped the box 
flaps loosely shut. A comer of sun- 
light on my front patio would keep 
the bird warm -till the rescue truck 
arrived. But how to arrange tilings 
so the local cats wouldn't decide the 


box was a great new pet toy? 

I nixed a shopping bag because it 
could blow away or tip over, and if I 
weighted it down with a rock and 
stapled it shut, the bird might suffo- 
cate. I settled on a metal milk crate 
— the perfect cat-proof cage — and 
left it over the box in the sunlight, I 
taped a note to the box that said: 
"Pygmy Nuthatch: Caution! Bird 
may fly out of box. Injured by cal." I 
left various mites and arrows on the 
front door so the bird could be 
found. 

Contented with ibis arrangement I 
left. Just as I was peddling out the 
driveway, the animal rescue truck 
pulled up. "I'm the one with the 
bird," I told them, "I'll go get it." 

I handed them the box with the 
caution note on top and said to he 
careful, the bird might fly out. The 
woman officer opened the lx>x to 
peek in, and the bird almost popped 
out. Trying to gel a better look, she 
opened the box again, and out 


jumped the bird into the rescue van, 
immediately disappearing into the 
back among the cages — which, for- 
tunately, were not tilled with cals. 

Next, the three of us surrounded 
the van. and through the open doors, 
tried to Spot the tiny bird in the web 
terjnf equipment. I finally found it in 
the hack and chased it into the front 
where the other two were waiting. 

Whoooominmpppp! down 

slammed a huge raccoon-sized net 
onto the llooc^of the van over the 
bird. Was it dead? I worried momen- 
tarily. None of us could tell exactly 
what happened next. Perhaps, -i he 
net missed its mark or the liny bird 
went right through the webbing, but 
once again the bird disappeared. 

One officer thought he had seen 
the bird fly out the truck door, so wo 
started searching for it in a nearby 
patch of shrubs and trees. To avoid 
further catastrophes. 1 carefully 
chocked under the truck tires. We fi- 
nally concluded that if the bird was 


well enough to fly away, maybe it 
didn't need rescuing anyway. So 
much for human intervention. 

REPARATION: Instead of feeling 
helpless when you encounter an in- 
jured bird or animal, or to help muke 
amends with Mother Nature when 
your pet injures or kills a wild crea- 
ture, why not volunteer at your local 
humane society. Some humane soci- 
eties, including the one in my area, 
have wildfire rehabilitation centers 
that rely entirely on volunteers. Vol- 
unteers take a training session that 
leaches them how to identify injuries 
and feed and care for injured 
wildlife. In some stales like Col- 
orado, it’s illegal to care for injured 
wildlife at home.

Hemingway granddaughter writes 1st novel 


: i SEATTLE (AP) - "Walking Into 
the River," Lorinn Hemingway's first 
novel, is about loading and unloading 
emotional baggage. 

Some of the heaviest may be her 
. own. 

Like her grandfather, Ernest Hem- 
ingway, she is a joumalist-tumcd- 
novclist. She has written articles for 
Rolling Stone magazine andThc New 
York Times, book reviews , for the 
Miami HcralU. 

Unlike him, she has shaken — at 
least for the past 4M years — the al- 
coholism she figures has plagued at 
least 75 percent of her family. 

Thirty-one years after he killed 
himself with a shotgun, Ernest Hem- 
ingway remains one of the most 
widely rend American writers in his- 
tory. His youngest son. Gregory • 
Hemingway, is Loriun’s father. 

: This novel, she said in an interview 

last summer, was conceived and writ- 
ten as fiction. So it reads, and so it 
should be read, an intriguing ^nd 


sometimes gripping if occasionally 
flawed narrative. 

She also said, "I don't think it's 
any more autobiographical than„-most 
novels." 1 

- In fact, however, she loads a lot of- 
the Hemingway legacy into the often 
nightmarish passage of Eva. the pro- 
tagonist, from alcoholism, abuse and 
insanity to sobriety: solitude and self- 
acccptancc. 

Eva is not Lorian, but they share a 
lot, 

Hemingway said she met her 
grandfather just once, at age 4 or 5. 
und recalls practically nothing of the 
meeting. H|c died when she was 10. 
His brother, sister and father also died 
by their own hands. 

Eva recalls: 

"...my father’s father, a man 1 was 
told I had met once when I was very 
young: a man I would never meet 
again, except in the form of an obitu- 
ary that my mother clipped from the 
newspaper and laid on the kitchen 
table sometime during my 10th year. 


He'd told my father to take us to Tan- 
ganyika to leant. He was the sort of 
man, I was told, who believed experi- 
ence built character." 

Like Hemingwuy. Eva moves from 
the South to the Pacific Northwest 
with a boyfriend who trics : to emi- 
grate to Canada to escape the Viet- 
nam War-era draft. 

The echo continues as Eva and Ed- 
die arc turned back at the border be- 
cause they have only SIO Ik l ween 
them, get jobs picking fruit while liv- 
ing in their cur Bcllipgham, discover 
she is pregnant, gel married anil set 
up Itousc in Seattle, where she enrolls 
at the University of Washington. 

Ultimately, though, Eva and her 
story arc clearly more fiction than 
fact. 

Eva is a teen-age escapee from a 
mental institution. 

Hemingway was a teen-age nip- 
away from home. 

Eva abandons her husband and 
daughter and winds up living in a 
home she inherits from her favorite 
aunt in Arkansas. 


Hemingway maintained custody ol 
her daughter, now 20. through two <ti 
vorecs. married a iliird time ami Mill 
lives in Seattle. 

Eva kicks the bottle with the help 
ot^ the nurse who eared Im her aunt 
Ereda, the only person she anils 
loves. 

Hemingway dried out when a 
friend took her to a hospital a couple 
months after she returned from a 
farewell visit to her own dying mini 
Freda. 

Eva doesn't write. ^ 

Hemingway dries. 

As Ernest Hemingway's women 
characters often seemed little more 
than supporting props, the men in this 
novel are pretty much sweet hoys, 
drunken lechers or nasty psychia- 
trists: 

"Men were like windfall fruit to 
Fretla. and because she had no use for 
them, she never fully lindeislood how 
deadly they could Ik. None had ever 
dominated her. She wouldn't lei 
them. How could she know?"

Survey: College students favor 
Clinton ... and a new anthem

They call it the “Get Serious" poll, 
but the first question is: “Which can- 
didate do you tli ink would be a bel- 
ief lover?" 

Still, the national survey of 1,190 
college students conducted ibis 
month for Spy magazine, the auda- 
cious monthly, reveals some inter- 
esting trends in the elusive youth 
vote. Three-quarters of die students 
interviewed said they were at least 
“somewhat- angry” about conditions 
in tile country today. 

As one measurement of that 
anger, both President Bush and Gov. 
Bill Clinton drew fairly high num- 
bers when the respondents were 
asked “Which candidate do you 
think is more full” of hot air. (Bush: 
45 percent; Clinton: 51 percent). 

Twenty-six percent said they 
would like to have the national an- 
them rewritten by U2, not bad for a 
rock group from Ireland. 

The gender gap was extremely 
pronounced in the youth poll. Al- 
though Bush and Clinton were near- 
ly tied among young men inter- 
viewed, 47 percent to 43 percent, 
Clinton swept Bush among young 
women, 65 percent to 27 percent. 

And after 12 years of Republican 
rule, tltere is evidence that the ap- 
peal of conservati vism is fading. Of 
those polled 42 percent described 
themselves with the dread “L“ word, 
compared with 27 percent who said

Burke filed a peti- 
tion for personal bankruptcy in New 
York and identified 47 creditors to 
whom he owed $3.3 million.

Red- 
caviar has jumped from 20 rubles 
to mme than 150. 

Demand is still high, however, 
and Kudryavtsev predicts year-end 
profit of about 35 million rubles — 
$ 140.0(H) — on sales of 300 mil- 
lion rubles. Up to a third "of the 
profit will l>e distributed as divi- 
dends u* tlte worker-shareholders, 
lie said. That would average more 
than 20,000 rubles a worker. 

Laws allowing privatization have 
been on the hooks for only a few 


months, and the process is virtually 
impossible without political • -sup- 
port. Tlte cannery’s privatization 
was hacked by the governor of 
Sakhalin Province.

When an unproven assistant 
coach was elevated to the top job 
in Cincinnati, • he hired an 
unproven former head coach to 
' tutor the receivers. 

And when the San Diego 
Chargers’ new head coach looked 
for a defensive coordinator, he 
went after a 63 -year-old university 
athletic director. 

In the NFL, being a former head 
coach often means never having to 
say goodbye. You simply shift 
your priorities, lower your sights 
and start all over again. 

While Sam Wychc was making 
a highly publicized address change 
from Cincinnati to Tampa bin 
remaining a head coach, and 
Chuck Knox was doing die same 
in going from Seattle back to Los 
Angeles, many former top coaches 
were settling in ;i\ assistants. 

Lions coach Wayhe Fontes went 
right after Dan Henning, head 
coach at San Diego from 1988- 
1991, but fired alter a 16-32 
record.

Free agents owe debt 
to ’87 strike players

If Keith Jackson, the Eagles — 
oops, the free -a gent — light end. 
owes anyone a debt of gratitude, it is 
the man whose job he took away. 

Because it was John Spagnoln. and 
the hundreds of oilier players who 
stumbled through the 24-day players' 
strike in 1987, who cleared the way 
for Thursday's historic court 
decision allowing Jackson to test the 
open market. 

“It's ironic, isn’t if.’*' Spagnola 
said Friday. "But don't say that I feel 
wistful. I'm just pleased (hat wliat we 
went through in '87 is not in vain." 

Spagnola was the Eagles' tight end 
from 1979 through 1987. lie also 
was the club's player representative 
who, like most union leaders, lost his 
job the year after the strike. In this 
case, the position went to Buddy 
Ryan’s heralded first-round draft 
pick — Keith Jackson. 

Spagnola. along with club stars 
Reggie White and Mike Quick, held 
the players together through the 
strike, which was aimed at winning 
free agency. Spagnola remains proud 
that the Eagles were the only NFL 
team that did not have an established 
player cross the picket line to play in 
three so-called replacement games. 

The strike, of course, ended in a 
crushing defeat for the players, who 
won nothing at the bargaining table. 
“We were humiliated," said 
Spagnoln. "We came back with our 
tails between our legs.” ... 

But the loss set the NFL Flayers 
Association on u new course: If you 
can’t beul 'em, sue 'em. Five years 
of litigation culminated this month in 
two stunning court victories for. 
players, the second of which made 
Jackson a free agent — at least until 
Tuesday. 

More court decisions are coming, 
and NFL owners must lie looking for 
boxing referee Mills Line to halt this 
fight. 

The next earthquake is just a few 
months away, when White and 280 
oilers whose contracts expire after

( remedy that Jackson and three other 
unsigned players received Thursday. 
Given the .verdict by a Minneapolis 
jury and the ruling by U.S. District 
Judge David Doty, it is fair to infer 
that While and the others will be 
openly selling their wares by 
February. 

' That is. of course, unless the 
owners and players come to some 
sort of settlement that would include 
reasonable free agency, a reduced 
draft and an NBA-slyle salary cap. 
That sort of agreement is exactly 
what Spagnola and the others struck 
for in 1987. 

Spagnola. now an investment 
adviser, wonders how many players 
today realize what lie and the other 
strike captains went through on their 
behalf. Hut how could they'.' Just 20 
percent of today's players were even 
in the league five years ago. That 
means 80 percent of the. men who 
walked got nothing out of it. 

“That's the transient nature of the 
sport." said Spagnola. 

"One generation of players 
benefits from the sacrifices of the 
previous generation. I got a better 
pension, playoff money and health 
benefits because of the guys before 
me. Maybe Keith Jackson owes me a 
debt to some extent, but I’m not 
asking for anything. I'm just glad 
that it's finally working out."

San Francisco, mcun while, just 
moves up and down the field — its 
only offensive TD of monrihan 50 
yards was a 54-yard TD reception by 
John Taylor, who broke his leg Iasi 
week and is out for six weeks.

Without thinking 
about it, whenever 1 walk out of the tunnel, 1 
think to myself, 'How many more games do I 
have left?* 

Whenever I see the groundskeepers, the 


people from the from office, I wonder, 'Will I 
ever see them again?’ " 

For Lurie, die Giants were losing money at 
•Candlestick Park. The park’s twisting gusts 
and cold temperatures took the fun out of 
watching a game and made it a test of survival 
for players and fans alike. 

"The only difference between Candlestick 
and San Quentin is tfiat at Candjcstick, they 
let you go home tit night,” former Giant Jim 
Wholfoid once said. 

That the park was inhospitable for baseball 
was evident soon after it opened in i960, 
when the Giants drew 1,795,356 spectators. 
Thai first-year draw at Candlestick stood as 
the Giants’ annual attendance high for 27 
years. 

Attendance had declined to a paltry 
522,925 in 1975, the year before Lurie and 
Bud Hcrscth paid Horace Stonchom S8 
million for the team, preventing its departure 


to Toronto. Lurie became sole owner in 1978. 

San Francisco drew 1,917,863 in 1987, and 
the one and only lime the Giants topped 2 
million in attendance was in 1989, the last 
time they won the pennant. 

But tlie team, competing in the same region 
as the Oakland Athletics, who play in the 
warmer, less windy Oakland Coliseum, was 
getting squeezed. It faced increasing 
competition for the entertainment dollar and 
skyrocketing player salaries while trying to 
sell a summertime attraction in a park saddled 
with a wintertime environment, "The general 
perception is that this place stinks,’’ Giants 
executive Corey Bush once observed. 

One potential local investor dropped out of 
the bidding after concluding the team would 
lose $10 million a year as long as it kept 
playing nt Candlestick. 

The George Shinn-lcd group arranging a 
counter offer to the Florida bid has made it 


clear it expects a new stadium in the next few 
years (ind the city is scrambling to deliver. 

A similar promise was behind the 
construction of Candlestick Park. 

Stonchom was the owner of the team when 
it moved from New York's Poltf Grounds to 
San Francisco in 1958. Little did he know he 
was heading for the "Polar Grounds.” 

The team played for two seasons in Snn 
Francisco's old Seals Stadium before moving 
to Candlestick, located about five miles south 
of downtown on a point jutting into San 
Francisco Bay. 

A city scorch committee recommended 
Candlestick Point, rejecting downtown 
alternatives as cost prohibitive because of the 
land needed for 12,000 parking spaces. 

Stonchom had insisted on adequate parking, 
which he got, but wound up with a boll park 
isolated from city centers and subsequently 
BART, the region’s mass transit system.

She will continue doing "children’s 
book parties” - somewhat like a - 
Tuppcrwurc party except with children’s 
books. Baxter will bring three to four 
boxes of children’s books to a party, 
pass them around, talk about them and 
offer them for sale. 

Baxter is president of the National 
Association of Booksellers for Children, 
and she didn’t "see a total void" in the 
area’s children's book market. 

But when she looks back at her 14 
years as an independent bookseller, she 
notes a few trends that are common in 
retailing these days. 

“1 don’t know that there’s any way to 
anticipate the time and energy it takes, 

becauso1i*rnvore'th'an'you'eve'rdfeahtc'd~ 

— possible," she sai d . 

And the book business, like most 
other branches of the retail. industry, is 
being battered by discount competition 
from big chains. 

Because books come pre-priccd. 
merchants don’t have control over their 
margins. That means J an independent 
bookstore has to build its sales to a 
healthy volume before a profit can be 
made. 

Baxter attributes a lot of her success to 
an emphasis on "extraordinary” 
customer service and to loyal customers. 

“Even as late as two days ago, we 
would have people come in and say, 'I 
saw a book in another store, but 1 
wanted to get it from you,’” she said. 

"We were able to be here because of 
that type of customer, and that makes 
Twin Falls very special.'"

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio — Michael 
"Mickey" I. Menus was a proud man. 

The co-founder o.f Phar-Mor Inc. was 
proud of his drugstore chain’s rapid 
growih from n single siore a decade ago to 
around 300 today. 

He was proud of his fledgling World 
Basketball League, which expanded to 10 
franchises in five seasons. His own team 
was called the Youngstown Pride. 

But in a matter of days this past 
summer. Monus watched all (hat crumble: 
He was fired by Phar-Mor on July 31. The 
WBL stopped play the next day. And on 
Aug. 4. Phar-Mor accused him of 
masterminding an alleged $350 million 
swindle (hat pushed (he company into 
federal bankruptcy court two weeks later. 

"Sometimes people don’t want to admit 
that they can’t do it," said Milt Kantor, 
owner of the Dayton WBL franchise. "The 
— besLlaid-plans-go-astray_LdonXlhink-hc— 

could a ccep t that." 

With roots in the Mahoning Valley, the 
44-year-old Monus had brought hope, and 
pride, to the economically depressed 
region, located about 50 miles southeast of 
Cleveland. 

Once a major steel center, the valley’s 
big cities of Youngstown and Warren 
continue to deal with the decline of the 
steel industry and a shift toward a service 
economy. The downtown streets in 
Youngstown arc lined with boarded-up 
businesses, and the city’s July 
unemployment rate of 10.8 percent was 
the third- highest among Ohio cities. 
Warren’s rate of 1 1.5 percent was the 
highest. 

Phar-Mor and its distribution subsidiary, 
Tamco Distributors Co., were among the- 
area’s largest employers, responsible for—

about 3,000 jobs. Monus took empty 
buildings in the city’s decaying downtown 
and filled them with Phar-Mor offices. 

"He could have gone to (suburban) 
Boardman or Austintown or Liberty. But 
he didn’t, he stayed in the city. I think that 
says a lot for the guy," said Youngstown 
Mayor Patrick Ungaro, who grew up in the 
same area as Monus. 

The company has since lai'd off 
hundreds of employees nationwide. 
^i(>recently reached an emergency 
i th itsJ^ndejs to use cash 


collateral to pay employees and buy 
merchandise as it reorganizes under 
Chapter 1 1 federal bankruptcy laws. 

Monus and current President David 
Shapira had started Phar-Mor in 1982 and 
built it into one of the largest drugstore 
chains in the country.

But 
users of tire AT&T Videophone 2500 won’t 
be able to call an MCI Videophone user or 
vice versa. 

- The phones arc incompatible with each 
other. The MCI phone is also incompatible 
with audio-only models. 

Each company sees its product as the one 
that should become the international 
standard. “When we announced our product 
in January, we said we were wilting — and 
still are — to license our technology,” said 
Jim McGann of AT&T. "If people want to 
build to our technology, they simply get in 
touch with us.”

Plan ties 
pollution 
to market

CHICAGO — Frec-markci traders joined 
forces with federal pollution fighters when 
the Chicago Board of Trade was named the 
world’s first environmental exchange. 

The Environmental Protection Agency 
announced Friday it had chosen the CBOT 
to conduct (he nation’s first annual auction 
next March of air pollution allowances as 
part of a program to cyrh acid rain pollution 
from coal-bumitjg electric power plants. 

“We are putting a vote of confidence in 
the private sector; that’s historic.” said 
Brian McLean, director of the EPA’s acid 
rain division, in making the announcement 
in the plush CBOT board room. 

“This is good news.” said Joseph 
Goffman. a senior attorney wi'h the 
Environmental Defense Fund. "Private 
institutions like the CBOT cun help utilities 
find the lowest cost way" to meet the 
required pollution cuts. 

CBOT will deal in federal allowances lor 
utilities to emit, sulfur dioxide — which 
causes acid rain — in a plan to cut 
emissions in half by the ycat.2000. 

These rights can he purchased by utilities 
who might find buying them more cost- 
effective than spending money directly to 
" “Tcducethcifown'cmissionsrA - power 

company -whose— smokestacks. emil-loo - - 

much sulfur dioxide could instead buy 
credits representing excess omissions 
reductions at another utility that has been 
able to surpass federal requirements in 
reducing emissions. 

Economists have advocated such market- 
based pollution control systems for years as 
an efficient way to clean up the 
environment, and many environmentalists 
have come to agree. 

CBOT was selected among three bidders 
to administer for free the agency’s' sulfur 
dioxide emission allowance auction in 
March, as well as direct sales in June. 
Proceeds go to utilities selling their air 
pollution rights. 

“We decided the Chicago Board of Trade 
had the best proposal and clearly 
understood the acid rain program,” said 
r McLean. Under the Clean Air Act, the EPA 
» must curb sulfur emissions from electric 
power plants by about 9 million tons by the 
year 2010. 

Cutting such pollution is expected to case 
damage to lakes, streams, forests, building 
materials and visibility in Eastern parks. 
Eventually, the program will affect over 
1 ,000 power plants. 

CBOT officials said the program could 
lead to,air pollution futures trading by next 
year. 

CBOT Chairman William O'Connor 
said: "Combined with the futures, options 
and. cash markets wc will offer in emission 
allowances, the EPA’s designation of the 
— CBO- T ~ a3 - o dTnTnistr3tor~ofi11ic~aTtn6nl — 
allowance auction establishes us as (he 
world's first environmental exchange." 

At stake the first year are 250,000 air 
pollution allowances. 

In effect, the program allows traders to 
buy and sell rights to pollute the air. Each 
allowance ampunts to I (on of air pollution, 
and an allowance is expected to be worth 
between S250 arid $400, or a total of $62 
million to S100 million. 

McLean said the EPA is not sure of the 
value of un air pollution allowance, and 
"one of (he values of the auction is to set a 
price." 

Some estimates had placed each unit’s 
value much higher. 

The 250,000 allowances to be sold 
amount to only 2.8 percent of all air 
pollution allowances in the United States. 

The rest are held by utilities to cover their 
emissions. A utility that reduces its 
emissions can sell leftover pollution rights 
on the exchange. 

EPA will cut available allowances in the 
future to keep the pressure on curbing 
pollution. 

The EPA said the CBOT auction will last 
one day, and thnt it designated the CBOT 
to administer the program for three years. 

Us duties include collecting bids and 
payments and publishing results of the 
auction. 


Accept the quick fix and suffer the consequences 


They arc tricky. Throw the net long and 
deep to catch a cause. Finding causes or 
reasons for problems is no easy task. They 
hide. 

Problem solving is touted as simple. It 
could be if two mistakes were avoided. 
Those mistakes arc jumping to cause and 
jumping to solution. Both result in failure. 
And individuals as well as groups arc 
guilty. 

The first mistake is to fix it. While it 
would be nice to grab a box of problem-" 
solver off the shelf, it doesn’t work that way. 

Called the band-aid approach, the quick 
. fix overlooks the rotted flesh beneath the 
wound. Not only is it tempting to solve 
problems this way but they often look and 
act like they ore fixed. At least, for awhile. 

Why? It might be the Hawthorne effect.

In 1927, the Western Electric plant in 
Chicago wanted to improve productivity. 
They picked five, women from the tele- 
phone relay assembly line as on experi- 
mental work group. Four years later the 
researchers noted something strange was 
happening. 

Everything they tinkered with had a 
positive effect on productivity. It didn’t 
matter if they changed the lighting, 
changed the rest breaks or changed the 


work week, the outcome was the same. 1 ' 

Whnt happened? It wasn’t the changes 
made by the researchers but the attention 
and the opportunity of being part of a select 
work group. 

And the same thing happens with the 
band-aid approach. Shining some light on 
the situation makes the problem disappear 
temporarily. But sooner or later it comes 
back. 

Why? Because the real cause is much 
deeper. Called the root cause, it is (he one 
at the bottom of the problem. Cutting off 
the lop of the dandelion won’t get rid of it 
for long. 

This is the second mistake - jumping to a 
cause. Think about running down a crook 
who stole a wallet only to. find the crime 
was attempted murder, not thief. Good 


detectives make thorough investigations at 
the scene. 

Avoid the temptation to quickly resolve 
problems. Moke sure you have made a 360 
degree look. And when you do take action, 
let the axe strike at the root of the problem 
not the symptoms. 

True, time can be an issue. But if you 
don't have time to do it right, then you will 
have to take time to keep turning on the 
light and pruning.

Amalgamated braces for NAFTA impact 


Mere's a summary of Saturday's 
edition of Magic Valley AG Weekly: 

The Amalgamated Sugar Co.'s 
sprawling hodgepodge of buildings, 
waste piles, pipelines and storage 
tanks may not be pretty, but few dare 
call it an eyesore. 

The sugar factory has stood as a 
cornerstone of the community since 
its construction in 1916. For 76 years, 
the sugar factory's first puff of steam 
has heralded the arrival of fall and the 
harvest season. 

But under the North American Free 
Trade Agreement, bubblegum. Kool 
Aid. Tang and Pillsliury eake mixes 
might someday be sweetened with 
Mexican cane sugar rather than 
Magic Valley licet sugar. 

And that could silence the tractors 
pulling beet diggers through Magic 
Valley fields, as well as the factory 
itself. “At so the point. 'nobody is 
going to make any money." warned 
Twin Falls Factory Manager Vie Jaro. 

Thursday’s galc-forcc winds and a 
■ late August freeze have put a dent in 
Magic Valley’s seed bean crop 
production, officials say. 

• Winds reported as high as 60 mph 


roared through the valley Thursday 
afternoon. Twin * Falls County 
Ex tent ion Agent Bob Vodraska said it 
picked up ami scattered beans in 
windrows waiting to lie threshed. 

"It xvill make it difficult to 
combine." he said. Vodraska said also 
could have shelled some beans, 
making it impossible to harvest them. 

But Gary Peterson, field supervisor 
for Asgrow Seed Co. in Filer, said 
most of the crop was already 
harvested before the storm hit. 
"Fortunately a vast majority of the 
crop is already in." Peterson said. 

Farmers hove apparently pushed 
prices up without the help of 
consumers. Prices are going tip and 
consumer demand is not increasing, 
says Bob Kelley of Kelley Bean Co. 
in Scottsbluff. Neb. 

In the Magic Valley, pinto bean 
prices have jumped $6 a sack in two 
months. Al the same lime, domestic 
use has remains unchanged and 
exports are down from a year ago. 

"The demand right now is light." 
Kcllcv said. 


Hay is still cheap in the Magic 
Valley, at least from the- sellers : 
perspective, says Darwin Bruiting, a 
sales representative for Western 
Alfalfa Famis in Eden. 

An increase in dairy cows, a 
decrease in hay acres, and range 
cattle coming home early becaus'e of 
drought are somehow still not stoking 
demand for hay in the Magic Valley. 
Bnining said. "'ITtere's lots of hay out 
there. Demand is' really cold right 
nmv and the market is dead.” 

The good news for Magic Valley 
sweet corn growers is it didn't hail 
this year. And the wind didn't blow 
hard enough to knock down stalks 
until Thursday, late in (he harvest 
season. 

On the down side, though, drought 
helped reduce yields by 5 percent on 
corn for his company, says Darrel 
McKohcrts, general manager of the 
Green Giant plant in Buhl.

A. I ns la I ling a skylight can inukc a 
dramatic improvement in any room 
and can increase your home's resale 
value. Not only will a skylight reduce 
the need for electric lights, but a new 
super-high-cfficicncy one can 
ventilate and cool your room in the 
summer and capture free solar heat in 
the winter. 

It is very important to select a 
skylight with the proper design 
features for durability and energy 
efficiency. Don't just choose one that 
is on sale. Select the proper size for 
your room. An undersized skylight 
Joes not provide enough light and an 
.oversized one. may look bad and 
cause glare. 

A venting skylight (one that opens) 
installed in your ceiling will naturally 
vent the holiest air from your room. 
This is particularly effective when 
you don’t air-condition in the fall and 
spring because the evening and 
morning air is cool. Many skylights 
urc designed so that when they arc 
only partially opened, rain is still 
blocked from coming in. 

You can get either a manual crank 
or electric motor-operated venting 
skylight.

Fired older workers sue over age issue

NEW YORK — When manu- 
facturing engineer Ira Galor. 52. 
learned in January that his $58,000 
aerospace job was being eliminated, 
he was shocked but not devastated. 

After all, Clalor had survived an 
earlier, near-total decimation of his 
dcpuitment at FIT Gilfilhm Corp.. a 
unit of FIT Corp. based in suburban 
Los Angeles that supplies radar 
systems to the Department of 
Defense. Where 23 manufacturing 
engineers were employed eight years 
ago, only four, including Galor’. had 
hung onto their jobs. So when his 
pink slip came this time, he remained 
Impel ul. 

"I thought with my knowledge and 
experience there would be no 
problem getting n job," said Galor. u 
Los Angeles resident whose only 
child is grown and whose wife does 
not work.

grown worried and frustrated.

Spend ‘n save is the new trend in 
credit card marketing. But unless 
consumers are careful, they may be 
caught up in the hype, spending more 
now in the hope of saving money on 
things they would not normally 
purchase — and doing so without 
comparison shopping for either the 
cnrds.or the products. 

So. for example, you can buy a 
new GE washing machine when you 
get your GE credit card, perhaps 
because you need one and arc 
- tempted by the $25 to $50 rebate. Bui 
you'll pay a $25 annual fee for the 
card and probably an 18.4 percent 
interest rate. 

•And. without questioning the 
quality of GE washing machines, 
would you buy that model if you 
didn't have the rebate und a GE card, 
or would you shop around? It is all 
based on old slogan: "Buy now. and 
pay later,” or, perhaps. ’’There's a 
sucker bom every minute." Depends 
how cynical you arc. 

The big push toward product 
relationships is a reaction to a 
saturated credit card market and the 
entry of non-bank companies, like 
AT&T. GM, GE and Sears, into the 
business.

sell products than to grab a piece of

Dull savings bonds 
gain respectability

Retpcmbcr boring old U.S. Savings 
■ Bonds? 

Oh; they’re still around. They 're 
still free from state and local taxes. 
They’re still one of the safest, most, 
reliable investments available. 

But in today’s moribund 
investment environment. U.S. 
Savings Bonds aren’t so boring 
anymore. 

Indeed, with a guaranteed 6- 
pcrcent interest rate if they are held 
for at least five years, bonds could be 
considered downright exciting. 

And investors urc gobbling them 
up. 

Through July, sales of Series EE 
bonds topped SI billion for the fifth 
moritli this fiscal year. In the first 10 

m onths ofnhcTiscal-ycarrsalcyhavc- 

exceeded $10 billion. 

ATlhis rate, the year’s U.S. Savings 
Bond sales could exceed the record

Certainly Alvin and Mclcnda 
HuntEr of Lathrep Village, Mich, are 
doing their share. 

The Hunters arc taking an 
aggressive approach toward buying 
the conservative bonds. 

They’re refinancing their house, 
paying off the $79,000 they owed on 
a 9.5-pcrccnt mortgage and 
borrowing about $1 10,000 at 7.5 
percent. Both mortgages arc for 15 
years. 

With the extra money, they plan to 
buy $30,001} worth of U.S. Savings 
Bonds — the government limits the 
-purchase of bonds to $15,000 per 
year per investor to salt away for 
college for their 12-year-old twin 
daughters. Tiffany and Tiara. 

“I want my kids to go to college. 


Ami I want to be certain I have the 
funds," said Mclcnda Hunter. 

The plan makes a lot of sense for 
the Hunters, who do not wunt to add 
much risk to their college portfolios. 

The 6-percent rale stacks up pretty 
well against certificates of deposit or 
money market accounts, now. paying 
a paltry 3 lo4 percent. 

The Hunters may earn even more 
than the minimum 6 percent if 
interest rules creep up in the next few 
years. Interest on U.S. Suvings Bonds 
is 85 percent of the yield on five-year 
Treasury securities. Bonds pay that 
rate or the minimum, whichever is 
higher when the bonds arc redeemed. 

The Hunters plan to hold the bonds 
for at least six years. 

Moreover, investors who use U.S. 
Suvings Bonds to pay for college do 
-not-havc to pay income taxcs~t>irihe~ 
capital gains. 

Alvin Hunter estimates that the 
S30.000 in bonds should be worth 
ubout $48,000 when his daughters are 
ready for college. The $18,000 in 
capital gains will be income tux-free. 

The deal gels even better. 

The Hunters arc borrowing their 
money for the new mortgage and the 
bonds at about 7,5-pcrccnt interest. 
But Bert Whitehead, a fee-only 
financial planner and tax attorney 
with Cambridge Associates in 
Franklin, Mich., says that after they 
deduct their mortgage interest oh 
their income taxes, the Hunters will 
be borrowing the mortgage money at 
an effective rate of 5.4 percent. 

They will be ahead of the game by 
borrowing money at 5.4 percent and 
earning a guaranteed 6 percent (since 
the bonds will be tax-free, they will 
actually be earning a taxable 
equivalent of about 9 percent).

Credit cards and 
the sizzle factor 

Special deals offer savings but don’t 
arrive without potential pitfalls 


Some of the plans offer tin 
immediate benefit, like the 10 percent 
discount for using the AT&T 
Universal card to make phone calls. 
"The aim was to win back customers 
who had moved to other companies," 
said Universal Card spokesman 
Bruce Reed. "Universal card holders 
were more likely to come back, and 
usage shows that." 

But other programs offer only the 
possibilty of rewuids further down 
the road, such as GM’s rebate toward 
a car and GE's discount coupons. 

MCI is among the companies that 
offer price breaks to those who use 
the GM card. Margaret Crank, the 
MCI executive in charge of that 
partnership, said, "Our customers like 
the added value they get, especially if 
they want to buy a GM car.” 

But some experts believe the card 
offers will lead to use of cards for 
often illusory goals. 

"The whole concept is that you 
have lo decide you want to tie-in to 
their product," said Gcrri Dctweiler, 
education director of Bankcard 
Holders of America, a Virginia-based 
consumer group, said of the GM card. 
"But if you decide instead you want 
to buy a Toyota, you may have paid 
more for the card than you had to and 
are not taking advantage of the 
benefits- they are offering." 

All the bolls and whistles arc there 
for a reason, said Robert McKinley, 
president of RAM Research Corp., 
which jracks ihe industry. “When you 
use those cards, they want to keep 
you distracted from what jt really 
costs." 

So what’s the bottom line for the 
70 percent that use revolving credit? 

“Consumers should look at the 
annual fee.. the. length of the grace 
period — before finance charges kick 
in — and the finance charge itself, if 
They expect to use revolving' credit,’’" 
said Robert Johnson, director of the 
Credit Research Center at Purdue 
University.

ANSWER: With this collection, 
game might be on. but it shouldn't 
be a great bet. Therefore. I rate 
pass 100 percent, two no-trump 60 
percent, two hearts 40 percent. 
You’re in no position to decide that a 
heart contract will prove better 
than a no-trump contract.

Partner opens one diamond and re- 
bids one no-trump over my one- 
heart response. If I now force with a

Wearing little or no makeup and 
dressed in a white T-shirt, black sweater 
and plaid pants, Tatum O'Neal still looks 
like a teenager.

Tatum says her mother, the actress

"I never knew who he was seeing, or if 
she was going to be someone we would 
litre with.

easiest thing for me: I wasn't the care- 
taker anymore, or daddy’s little girl, or 
a child star. I was n young woman.”

“More than you can ever imagine," 
she replies, smiling.

notorious for its atmosphere of danger, 
has become n peaceful place of high- 
spirited teamwork and eager learning. 

Although a third of its 1650 students 
. arc being raised by single parents— most- 
ly mothers — Arlington High how has a 
group of volunteer fathers on the scene. 
They call themselves Security Dads, but 
they have gone far beyond their original 
purpose of maintaining order. Their im- 
pact on the students’ lives, not to men- 
tion their own. has been incalculable. 

"The kids respect us. and wc respect 
them." says Carl Black Sr., 47. one of 
two-dozen dads on call to appear at ball- 
games, dances and other events attract- 
ing crowds of students. "When kids sec 
their parents involved, they’re more will- 
ing to participate in school activities. And 
parents become willing to let them attend, 
knowing there won’t be a lot of trouble.” 
“What works is thnt father image,” 
says Ron Cheney. 35, "so we don't need 
to say very much. Just being there is what 
counts. With an officer, they think. ‘Hey. 

I must be in trouble.' With us. they smile 
and say, ‘Hey, what’s up?' And wc love it.” 
"We’re showing that wc care," adds 
Anthony Wallace Sr., 38. 

Security Dads, created last year, is one 

'unique aspectofan approach that turned - 
around Arlington High — which could 
stand as a model of change for troubled 
schools across the country. 

The new era began in 1988. with the 
appearance of Jacqueline Greenwood as 
principal. With many of Arlington's stu- 
dents coming from poor neighborhoods. 
Greenwood, a former teacher from At- 
lanta, quickly saw the surrounding so- 
cial problems as too big for school au- 
thorities to handle on their own. 

What she did. simply, was ask for help. 
"In the ’60s," Greenwood says, "wc 
told parents they weren’t needed at our 
high schools. Wc said, 'Leave your chil- 
dren to us. Let us take care of problems. 
Wc don’t need you.’ Back then — in the 
'70s and '80s too— wc had mostly fam- 
ilies with two parents. Wc also had more 
mothers who were home, not out working. 

"Now we’ve got many more single 
mothers who work and fewer fathers 
around. What’s missing for these chil- 
dren is quality time with a parent — just 
someone there who will listen to their 
needs. So wc turned it around by invit- 
ing everybody here instead. We said to 
the parents. ‘Come to the school any time 
that you can and be with your kids. We 
need you to get involved.’ "

By the fall of 199!, growing numbers 
of men had offered to become Security 
Dads. They were on cal! to appear when- 
ever they might be needed. Many stu- 
dents asked their own fathers to join. 

It was clear that a void in the lives of 
many youngsters, created by an absence 
of fathers, was being filled. And it was 
. clear, too, that the fathers were filling a 
void of their own — playing a role from 
which, all too often, they'd been exclud- 
ed. As Anthony Wallace puts it, “What 
guy wants to go to some PTA meeting 
and hear a-bunch of women talk? But- 
give us something we can do, where 
we're really needed, and we’ll be there." 

The jamboree that fall was a grand 
success. Security Dads rode the buses to 
and from each football and basketball 
game. laughing and singing with the stu- 
dents. Now. after a long time, their pres- 
ence was enabling the school to hold 
dances and other functions. 

"It's much happier to have fathers 
around, rather than guards," says Ja’Net 
Edwards, who graduated this year. “Our 
dads are like renl people. They don’t in- 
timidate us. When parents arc involved, 
our lives are a lot easier. It’s like a family." 

And when Arlington High students 
went around the city to learn about col- 
leges and careers, mothers and Security 
Dads rode the buses with them to each 
spot; in response, the number of students 
signing up continued to grow. “Because 
of those parents," Greenwood says, "our 
school sent more kids than any other in 
the city to find out about their future." . 

— But Arlington High still struggles with- - 
a poor image, and when an argument in 
the school cafeteria a year ago led to the 
fatal stabbing of one young man. the in- 
cident threatened to set back all the hard- 
earned progress. "The school’s poor rep- 
utation was nil over town again," recalls 
Carl Black. "The kids were feeling very 
bad. But wc all picked up the pieces. We 
held together and marched on.” In fact, 
more parents than ever came to help. 

A few months later, Arlington students 
went to a basketball game at another 
school. A group of Security Dads dame 
along, and during the game a gang-relat- 
ed shooting spree erupted outside. Hearing 
a commotion and shots, Anthony Wallace 
turned to the students in his group. "Don't 
move,” he said. “Just stand over here.” 

The students stood motionless, then 
followed him outside and into their bus. 

"My husband was in tears when he 
got home," Linda Wallace recalls. “He’s 
not that type of person, but he was so 
moved that the kids did what he said 
without him having to yell. They knew 
hev cared, that he was their friend, and * 
they responded." IH3
